The Santa 
Clara left Portland for San Francisco 
on Monday and carried 48 passengers 
an& a crew of 42. 


The known dead are: 
Mrs. M. J. Munn. Butte, Mont.; Mrs. 


D. H. Thorn, Hood River, Ore.; Eugene 
Gillimvater, Delmar Bogue, Gold Hill. 
Ore.; child of J. C. Crowley, Mill City. 
Ore.; two unidentified women and two 
mcmbers.of the crew. 


Cnpt. Lofstedt, who was at flrst re- 


ported dead, succeeded In reaching the 
Santa Clara efter his lifeboat had been 
cap»ize.d and was rescued with eight 
members of the crew by the Coos Bay 
lifesaving crew. 


E. Edwards, one of the crew, carried 


27 to safety in the lifeboat of which he 
was in charge. 


Several of tho lifeboats either were 


capsized or swamped after being low- 
ered. 


Vlrsl Officer 
Charles Tie.osel. 
who 


reached safety in the last boat, had to 
swim half a mile.

swerved and before we could right her 
she was fast aground on the spit,' said 
Tlessel.

Tlctory In th« gubernatorial contest, 
but Incomplete returns from 111 of tho 
120 counties gave former Congressman 
Augustas O. Stanley, democrat, a lead 
of 9029 over Edwin P. Morrow, htf? re- 
publican opponent. 


Mississippi, the only other state to 


elect a. governor went, as usual, demo- 
cratic. 


Tn New York former Congressman 


"William S. Bennett was elected in the 
23d district to succeed the late demo- 
cratic congressman. 
Jacob 
Goulden. 


Bennett IB a republican. 
Republicans 


will succeed republicans In the 31et 
and 36th congressional 
districts of 


New York and the 
24th district of 


Pennsylvania. 


In New York the 
republicans re- 


tained their control of the lower house 
of the legislature, although they lost 
one assemblyman. They also elected a 
majority of the mayors chosen In cit- 
ies of the state. 


Jn addition to defeating the suffrage 


amendment by about 210,000 votes, the 
people of New York repudiated the 
new state constitution drafted by a 
convention of which K3ihu Root was 
president and for which Mr. "Root had 
conducted a vigorous speaking cam- 
paign. 


Samuel "W. McCall. the republican, 


who will succeed David I. Walsh, a 
democrat, as governor of Massachu- 
setts, won by a plurality slightly ex- 
ceeding GCOO.

In Philadelphia where their candidate.

In February he was sent to France 


and took part In the battles of Ypres 
and N'euve Chappelle. where the Brit- 
ish won a victory at a terrific cost, and 
last Jlay at Rue de Bois, In northern 
France, his regiment was extermin- 
ated. It was there that a German 
bullet tore his arm to pieces. 


"With the Royal Sussex 
and 
the 


Northampton regiments, we were or- 
dered to storm the German trenches. 
It was an awful slaughter. Out of my 
own regiment, the Black Watch, which 
went into action with 1350 men, I only 
know of two others besides myself 
who are alive today," said Bruce last 
night. 
Lay Hours on Battlefield 


"It was the fearful machine gun fire 


from the Germans that did the work 
to us, though my wound 
was 
not 


caused by that, hut hy an 
explosive 


bullet. I lay for seven hours on the 
battlefield with scarcely anything in 
the way of dressing my wound, before 
being removed to a hospital 14 miles 
away. I think the war will last about 
three years more." 


Mr. Bruce came to America on the 


steamship Cameronia of 
the Cunard 


line to Xew York, was held up at Ellis 
Island and ordered sent out 
of 
his 


own country to a foreign land by im- 
migration inspectors. Despite appeals 
to the highest officials the decision to 
exclude him was reaffirmed. The final 
decision is said to have been made 
by President Wilson himself. 


"I have been given 
a pension of 


$7.50 a week by the British 
govern- 


ment." said Mr. Bruce, "and I think I 
will probably get a position in the 
British war office for a while after I 
get back to "London." 


He expects later to obtain an arti- 


ficial arm and then he has hopes that 
Uncle Sam may relent and allow him 
to come back to his own country. Un- 
til that time, he has resolved to bear. 
as best he can, the burden of exclusion 
from his loved ones.
